This durable, portable, external CD-ROM drive can read CD-ROM discs 
up to a maximum of 24 times normal speed. It is designed for use with 
IBM PC or compatible portable computers that utilize PCMCIA card 
technology. 

Using the included PCMCIA cable, you can connect the PortaCD directly 
to your portable computer if it is equipped with a PC card slot. 

The PortaCD can transfer data to your computer and draw powur 
through your computer's power supply via the PCMCIA cable. I his 
means that you can connect the CD-ROM drive to your portable 
computer using a single, convenient cable. 

The PortaCD features a disc tray cover that swings up to facilitate loading 
and unloading compact discs. 

Please read this manual in its entirety before you begin the installation 
procedure.

Q Headphone jack: You can connect headphones or external speakers 
to this 3.5 mm stereo mini-jack. See "Connecting to Audio 
Equipment" on page 5 for more information. 

Q Volume control: Use the volume control to adjust the volume. Turn 
the control to the right to increase the volume. 

Caution: Do not raise the volume level output to headphones too high or 
you may damage your hearing. 

0 Open button: Slide forward the Open button to unlatch the lid. 

Caution: Do not forcefully pull open or close the disc tray by hand or you 

may diwttigc the unit.

Connecting the PortaCD 

This section explains how to connect the PortaCD to an IBM PC or com- 
patible portable computer that utilizes PCMCIA card technology. The 
procedure begins by connecting the appropriate cables to the PortaCD. 
Please read the following instructions thoroughly; the installation proce- 
dure varies depending on the operating system you are using. 

1. Connect the PCMCIA cable plug to the interface connector on the 
side panel of the PortaCD. 

Refer to Figure D. As you fully insert the plug into the interface 
connector, you should hear a tiny click sound.

2. Do not insert the PCMCIA card into the computer at this time. 

With Windows 98/95, the PortaCD enables you to perform a "hot 
swap" installation while the computer is powered on. You will insert 
the card for the first time later as part of the software installation 
procedu re. 

Connecting to Audio Equipment 

The PortaCD outputs a line-level audio signal from the headphone jack. 
You can connect a 3.5 mm stereo mini-plug to the headphone jack (see 
Figure D on page 5). 

Press the Play and Stop buttons on the front panel to control playback (for 
more information, see page 3). 
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Installing the Device Driver Software 

Before vou can operate the PortaCD, you must: 

□ install device driver software on your computer's hard disk, and 

□ make sure Windows recognizes the PCMCIA socket. 

To determine whether Windows recognizes the PCMCIA socket in your 
computer, follow these steps, which may vary slightly with your version 
of Windows. 

1. Click the left mouse button on the Windows Start icon, and select 
"Settings->Control Panel" from the pop-up menu.

For Windows 98/95 

The installation procedure for the PCMCIA Card Driver varies depending 
on the version of Windows 98/95 installed in your computer. 

(For information on installing the PCMCIA Card Driver on a Windows NT 
system, see "For Windows NT" on page 13.) 

To install the driver on a Windows 98/95 system, follow these steps: 

1. Insert the PCMCIA card into the PCMCIA card slot in your laptop 
computer. 

The other end of the card /cable should be connected to the interface 
connector on the PortaCD. {For more information, see "Connecting 
the PortaCD" on page 5.) 

Note: If the "Add New Hardware Wizard" does not pop up on your 
screen, go ahead and run the Setup.exe from your installation diskette 

and follow the instructions in the screen.

Windows NT Version 4.0 does not support hot swapping. Follow the 
steps below to install the driver.

2. Check that the PCMCIA services are enabled in the Control Panel/ 
Devices. 

The PCMCIA option should say "Started." 

3. Shut down and turn off the power to your computer. 

4. Insert the PCMCIA card/cable into your computer's PC card slot. 

5. Restart your computer. 

6. Run Setup.exe from the TEAC installation software floppy disk 
and follow the menu-driven installation steps. 

7. Once installation is complete, remove the floppy disk and restart 
the computer. 
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Handling Discs 

□ Handle compact discs only by their edges to avoid getting finger- 
prints on the surface. Do not touch the disc's data surface {non-label 
side). 

□ Do not place discs in direct sunlight, or in locations subject to high 
humidity, high temperatures, or dusty conditions. 

□ If cleaning the disc becomes necessary (erratic operation or visible 
dust or smudges), gently wipe the surface of the disc from the sur- 
face to the outside edge. Do not use benzene, alcohol, thinner, or 
other solvents.

Loading and Ejecting a Disc 

This section explains how to load and eject discs from the PortaCD. 
Loading a Disc 

1. Slide forward the OPEN button on the left panel. 

The disc tray cover will swing up and open.

Press the disc gently down onto the spindle, if necessary, until it 
snaps securely into position.

Ejecting a Disc 

1. To eject a disc, first make sure the disc has stopped spinning. Then 
slide forward the OPEN button on the left panel. 

The disc tray cover will swing up and open. 

2. Carefully remove the disc. 

You may need to press .i finger on the spindle or chassis to stabilize 
the drive. 

3. Gently press down the disc tray cover to close the drive.
